Nor is it surprising that there 
should be considerable apprehension 
lest other unknown dangers of the 
kind threaten our military and naval 
forces, That Henig should pay the 
death penalty as a spy goes without 
saying; the example cannot be too 
severe, But there should also be an 
immediate searching investigation of 
other “trusted” Germans who are em- 
ployed in war work, The conse-

GOOD NEIGHBORS AND COMRADES 


A LESSON TO THE NATIONS OF THE WORLD 


Pacific Relationship Has Been Confirmed For All Time By The 
New Comradeship Born of a Common Will to 
Overthrow a Common Danger 


One of America’s best hopes for 

¢ ultimate effects of the world war 
9 that every nation will learn to be 
a good neighbor and a sincere friend 
of international peace, says the Min- 
meapolis Tribune, and proceeds: 

What is meant by a good neigh- 
bor, speaking in terms of nations? 
The best way to answer the ques- 
tlon is to cite a concrete illustration 
—the neighborliness of the United 
States and Canada. [Each of these 
nations is a good next door friend to 
the other. Each in its dealings with 
the other relics on the virtue of ar- 
bitration, of conciliation, of appeal to 
reason rather than to the sword. 

Between the United States and 
Canada runs an imaginary land and 
water boundary line of perhaps 3,500 
miles. Throughout the length of this 
line there is neither gun nor fortress 
nor ship of war for offence or de- 
fence. Neither the’ great Republic 
with its 100,000,000 inhabitants nor 
the Dominion with its 7,500,000 car- 
ties a chip on its shoulder. Neither 
loses a wink of sleep with thoughts 
that the other may harbor sinister 
designs of some sort. They may 
quarrel as lawyers quarrel in court, 
but like lawyers they walk down the 
street together afterward in excel- 
lent good humor, 

For a hundred years and more this 
Hne has been innocent of any sug- 
stion of the force of war. As suc 
t has been a wonderful token of 
mutual faith in international purpose 
and good intent. Attention has been 
called frequently since the present 
war began to this historic example of 
amity, but it is doubtful if the aver- 
age American or Canadian citizen 
even yet appreciates fully what it 
means as a lesson to the nations of 

the world. 


It is the fervent wish of the peo- 
le of this country, as expressed by 
resident Wilson and other men of 
vision and peaceful impulse that 
what has been true of the United 
tates and Canada for a century shall 
ecome true as to all other nations 
of the earth. That, in a broad way, 
is one of the very great aims of our 
fighting. It has become, moreover, 
one of the great aims of the Euro- 
pean allies. They are waging this 
war of world destiny to the end that 
tt may never be necessary to wage 
another such, There is no_ better 
way to ket that objective fixed in 
mind and to apprehend what it means 
than by thinking of this gunless, fort- 
less, warshipless American-Canadian 
boundary line and of how these 
neighbors have gone about the set- 
tling of their differences for a hun- 
dred years.

Alberta Fuel Administrator Issues 
Warning to Consumers on 
Western Prairies 
That it Is absolutely necessary for 
householders and -other fuel con- 
sumers of Edmonton as well as oth- 
er parts of Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba to take immediate 
steps to obtain a supply of coal be- 
fore the railways are engaged in 
moving grain is the warning issued 
by Hehe T. Stirlings, fuel adminis- 

trator for Alberta. 

Mr. Stirlings, in his statement, con- 
tinues: 

“A very considerable shortage of 
fuel and consequently serious suffer- 
ing during next winter will be exper- 
fenced in the pralrie provinces unless 
the coal mines of Alberta commence 
shipping at once and continue to do 
so uniformly until the beginning of 
October. 

“It is practically certain that no 
American anthracite coal will be 
shipped west of Winnipeg, so that an 
increased quantity will have to be 
shipped during the next three months 
from Alberta in order to supply the 
wants in Manitoba. 

“Coal undoubtedly, can be obtain- 
ed now at a less cost than in the 
near future, and as there are better 
facilities owing to climatic conditions 
for preparing it at the mines during 
the summer monthis than in the win- 
ter months, a better product can be 
obtained. 

“In order to relieve the serious sit- 
uation which will have to be faced 
next fall it cannot be too strongly 
urged that the farmers should get in 
a supply of coal immediately seeding 
operations are completed, If this {s 
done and the coal kept under cover 
sufficient to protect it from weather 
conditions, no deterioration need be 
feared.”

Work of Irish Troops 
Odds Were Four to One Against 5th 
Army 


General Sir Robert Gough's first 
public statement regarding the con- 
duct of the fifth British army, which 
he commanded in the retreat from 
St. Quentin, comes in a letter to the 
Lord Mayor of Belfast in which the 
general pays an enthusiastic tribute 
to the work of the Irish troops.

Brutal Treatment 


Germans Roughly Handling Inhab- 
itants in Occupied Territory 


Germany's barbarous treatment of 
the inhabitants of occupied  terri- 
tories and constant requisitioning of 
food are provoking great resent- 
ment and causing armed clashes.

In this letter 
to “My Dear Sixtus,” Emperor 
Charles expresses the hope that his 
“keen sympathy for France, joined 
to that which prevails in the whole 
monarchy, will forever avoid a_ re- 
turn of the state of war, for which 
no responsibility can fall on me.” To 
that very direct and terrible blow 
aimed at his own august person, his 
imperial majesty of Germany could 
never have given assent, not even 
for the purpose of tricking the allies 
and dividing them. The responsibil- 
ity for bringing on the war may be 
the German kaiser’s, it may be plac- 
ed at the door of my predecessor on 
the throne, Francis Joseph, it is not 
mine—that is the plain import of em- 
peter Charles’ astonishing words.

The U-Boat Losses 


Lowest Since the Beginning of Un- 
restricted Submarine Warfare 


We are prepared, after a week’s or 
fortnight’s unusually low submarine 
record, for a sudden rise. This week's 
tale of 11 big British ships sunk is 
not so large as might have been 
anticipated after two weeks with six 
and four big ships. Taking the last 
three weeks, with a total of 21 big 
British ships, we find the figures to 
be the lowest since the beginning of 
unrestricted submarine warfare, with 
the exception of two similar periods 
—three weeks last November with a 
total of 19 ships and three weeks 
last January with a total of 18 ships. 

We are now rounding out the first 
quarter of the second year of the 
ruthless U-boat war. If we go back 
for 13 weeks from today to the mid- 
dle of January we get a total loss of 
138 big British ships and 66 ships 
under 1,600 tons. Applying the for- 
mula of 4,500 tons to the big ships 
and 1,000 tons to the small ‘ship—an 
average justified by the detailed ton- 
nage statement from Sir Eric Geddes 
last month—we find that the tonnage 
loss for Great Britain, excluding ma- 
rine accident, has been about 690,000 
tons for the last three months, For 
marine accident we may add another 
60,000 tons, as indicated in the Ged- 
des report, which would give us a to- 
tal of 750,000 tons for the quarter. 
The British losses last year by the 
quarter-year were 911,840, 1,361,870, 
952,938, 782,889. The quarter just 
elapsed scores, therefore, a more fav- 
orable showing than the best three 
months of last year.—From the New 
York Evening Post.

den: 
“Dear Sir Edward: 

“I am writing this letter to let 


you know, on behalf of His Majesty's 
government how warmly they appre- 
ciate the splendid work done by tne 
Canadian forestry corps in connec- 
tion with the urgent demand which 
was received early in February last 
for some 40,000 tons of timber to be 
sent to the front. ‘This was an un- 
expected demand and it requested 
that delivery should be completed not 
later than Sarah 31. Shipment was 
commenced from February 10 and 
the whole. order was completed on 
March 20, 11 days ahead of the spe- 
cified time. 

“I am informed that this satisfac- 
tory result is mainly to be attributed 
to the energy put into the work of 
production hy the Canadian forestry 
corps, who supplicd no less than 34,- 
000 tons of the total. When the 
corps understood that it was an ord- 
er of urgency, and that the material 
was required for the front many of 
the companies voluntarily worked 
long hours without any extra pay, 
some of them doing as much as 90 
hours per week. ‘hey were at work 
during the whole of the Easter holi- 
days, so that had any further demand 
been made at that time it would have 
been impossible to deal with it. 

“It is as you are no doubt aware, 
largely due to the operations of the 
units of this corps in France that we 
we have, with the exception of sud- 
den and unforeseen demands such as 
the present one practically stopped 
the shipment of British grown timber 
to France, thus saving cross-channel 
tonnage; while we are also enabled to 
save the shipment of foreign timber 
by saving the production of the corps 
in England to mect the various na- 
tional demands. 

“I hope that the Canadian forestry 
corps will realize the real gratitude 
which we feel for their admirable 
work and for the spirit which they 
have shown throughout in sparing no 
exertions whenever an opportunity 
has been afforded them of. assisting 
the fighting men at the front.

The Last Remaining Neutrals of the 
World 


The only countries still neutral are 
Spain, Holland, Switzerland, Den- 
mark, Norway and Sweden in 
Europe; Argentine, Mexico and a 
few small republics in the Western 
Hemisphere. 


How, long Spain will maintain her 
neutrality is a matter of conjecture. 
Already German submarines have 
stunk Spanish ships in sufficient 
numbers to threaten the industries 
and commerce of the country. The 
sentiment at the court of Madrid is 
frankly pro-ally. Germany has how- 
ever, created a strong feeling in her 
favor which finds expression in anar- 
chistic_uprisings against the govern- 
ment, backed by money from Wil- 
helmstrasse, There has arisen recent- 
ly a wave of revulsion against Ger- 
many. Only last month the United 
States concludel an agreement by 
which the armies under General 
| Pershing would reccive a portion of 
their supplies from Spain and in re- 
turn for this the Spanish people 
were to get cotton and other raw 
!products from America. 


The Netherlands is undoubtedly 
maintaining its neutrality through 
| fear of Germany, but there is a lim- 
it to Dutch endurance and further 
belligerency on the part of Berlin 
might easily bring Holland into the 
struggle on the side of the allies. 
| Switzerland and the Scandinavian 
countries are also maintaining their 
neutrality for the same cause. Their

| weighs 205 carats is in the shape of a 
; perfect square and shows a_ perfect 
| Maltese cross in its top facet. It has 
{the power of absorbing the rays of 
any brilliant illumination to which it 
is exposed and afterwards emitting 
!them in phosphorescent light in the 
dark, The diamond was found in the 
De Beers Mines in Grinqualand West 
in 1901. So far it has not been nam: 
ed but will probably be known as the 
Red Cross Diamond.

As for casualties, there have been 
400,000 Canadians under fire so far 
and 100,000 have been killed, wound-

On the Trail of the Gopher 


Get Together and Help Your 
School and the Allies by Catch- 
ing “Mr. Flickertail” 

When properly encouraged, boys 
and girls do splendid work in nature 
study. The work done in the gopher 
campaign in Manitoba one year go 
proved that fact. Prizes were of- 
fered for gopher killing, and also 
for information about gophers, As 
a result of this latter fact, definite 
information was gathered upon a 
number of important points that pre- 
viously were in doubt; and this in- 
formation has been incorporated in 
the new 20 page bulletin entitled 
“Gophers and Squirrels in  Manito- 
ba,” just issued by the Manitoba de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Professor Jackson, biologist at 
Manitoba. Agricultural College, the 
author of the bulletin, still bristles 
with unanswered questions about the 
gopher which he puts up as a chal- 
lenge to the boys and girls, He 
wants to know, for instance, wheth- 
er gophers rear one or two broods 
of young in a year. Strange, isn’t it, 
that with all we know about these 
little pests, and with an estimated 
annual board bill in Manitoba alone 
of $5,000,000, we yet do not know 
whether the children come in one or 
two instalments. 

In his bulletin, Prof. Jackson not 
only enumerates the various types of 
gophers and squirrels, but he also 
resents a-map showing the distri- 
ae of the different species. Draw- 
ings of the different kinds: of goph- 
ers and squirrels appear, and also 
prints to show the plan of the sum- 
mer burrows close to the ground 
surface and then away down below 
the frost line for the winter home, 
This refers particularly to the fick- 
ertail gopher, Speaking of the strip- 
ed gopher, Prof, Jackson says; “As 
it does not dig deeply many, no 
doubt, freeze up during hibernation, 
and there are many cases of this 
spermophile being found frozen. stiff 
tn haystacks, and ‘coming to life’ 
again in the spring, When the goph- 
er hibernates in a hole, it sleeps for 
five months with a feeble heart beat 
of four times per minute instead of 
200, and a blood temperature of 55 
instead of 105, It. is then uncon- 
scious, insensitive, and does not 
bleed when a limb is amputated.” 

The bulletin deals fully with the 
question of gopher poisons.

The moisture 
8 reduced by evaporation through 
the ducts of the shell, and air is ab- 
sorbed, The vitality decreases grad- 
ually unless by external warmth the 
Process is hastened; finally death en- 
sucs and putrefaction fcllows. Eggs 
may be kept apparently fresh for a 
long time if taken when freshly laid 
and the pores of the shell hermeti- 
cally sealed by rubbing them with 
sweet oil or dipping them for an in- 
stant in boiling water, Infertile eggs, 
where the material for the structure 
and support of life are present but 
the vitality has not been added, will 
keep longest, and do not putrefy but 
simply dry; therefore infertile eggs 
are best except for incubation pur- 
poses,
